The question 
of the benefits, or evils, of municipal 
ownership will not he Involved, for 
the very sufficient reason that the 
amount of tho company's bonded In 
debtrdness Is too proat to ho as- 
sumed by a municipality of this size. 
The Hue which the Merchants' As- 
sociation will endeavor to work upon 
•will be the building antl financing of 
an adequate system which will not 
lie BO great a burton on the consumer 
us Is now the case. Tho idea is not 
to make money out of the plant, but 
•to supply water-at first cost. It is 
evident that to eliminate the neces. 
»lty of earning dividends is a step in 
the right direction 
, "The above are some of tho points 
elicited in tho discussion. A commit 
tee -was apotnted to make a thorough 
tarei tigatlon of existing conditions 
and its report will bo awaited with 
Interest"
